AS HARD WORKERS 


Banker Tells of Labor Put 


in by Members of Congress 
en Mass of Technical 
Measures 


UTLINING legislative proce- 


dure, Robert V. Fleming, Presi- 
dent Riggs National Bank, Wash- | 
ington, D. C., gave the recent con- | 
vention of the American Bankers | 
Association a description of the diffi- 
euities and problems contironting | 
the law-makers. Mr. Fleming said | 


in part: 

“The most important part of or- 
ganization of the two branches of 
congress is election o£ standing com- 
maittees. There are 34 standing com- 


mittees in the Senate and 46 in the | 


House. These are the workshops of 
Congress and the real work of law- 
making is done in Committees. 

“Phe task of legislating for 124,- 
@0U,000 people 1s a tremendous one. 
Of recent years approximately 20,- 
@00 bills are introduced annually in 
the two Houses. Unly a smail per- 
eentage become law, but they must 
be weighed in committee, accepted 
or rejected, perhaps amended, re- 
ported out, and then considered on 
the floor. 

“Lawmaking involves about 99% 
of hard and unspectacular work and 
about 1% of oratory. Few tasks ap- 
pear so easy and are so diilicult as 
enactment of sound and satisfactory 
legislation. Few individuals in any 
line of activity work harder 
longer hours than the cuairmen ot 
the imporiant committees during a 
session. 1 have great sympathy tor 
the members of Congress whose con- 
stituents expect undivided atten- 
tion to every piece of legislation in 
which they may be interested. 
From my personal observation, they 
earnestly and conscientiously en- 
deavor to do all that is possible. 

Public Hearings 

“When a bill is introduced, re- 

ferred to committee and printed, 


the next step, if it is a measure of | 
considerable importance, is to con- 
duct a public ] earing. The committee | 


makes an effort to listen to anyone 
who cares to be heard either tor or 
against a measure, although wit- 
presses are frequently limiteu as to 


time. Members of the Cabinet and | 


other officials oi the administra- 
tive departments of the Government 
usually testify on measures in which 
they are interested and furnish the 
committee information in executive 
session or otherwise. 

“Due to pressure of work and the 
fact that it is impossible for mem- 
bers of Congress to be technical 
experts on every subject of legis- 
lation, the committees are inclined 
to give consideration to the merits 
of arguments presented in testi- 
mony and the recommendations of 


the Cabinet and other officials. It is | 


therefore highly desirable, both 
from the standpoint of Congress as 
well as those affected by proposed 
legislation, that the latter have an 
opportunity to discuss frankly the 
‘effects of such legislation.”

Locks at Banking 
THE editor of the Norwalk, Ohio, 
Herald takes a somewhat aif- 
ferent view of the banking situa 
tion from a good many people. His 
idea is as tollows: 
“With rents falling and unpaid, 


/ real estate does not present a happy 


picture. Nor does the owner of 
carefully selected bonds teel any 
happier, with a bunch of them go- 
ing wrong. A lot of folks very care 
fully invested in preferred and com- 
mon stocks in the anest companies 
in the world and have seen them 
fall to perhaps a tenth of what they 
paid for them, and no dividends at 
all. Some folks kept their money in 
| savings accounts in banks, and some 
banks have closed and left them 
high and dry. But the situation is 
worth looking at very caretully. 

“On government authority, most 
banks that closed were really sol- 
vent but for irozen assets and popu- 
lar timidity. Gradually the closed 
banks are coming out from under 
and depositors in even bad cases 
will get at least 0 per cent of their 
savings. That’s tough of course, no- 
body likes to lose half of what they 
had scrimped and sacrificed and 
saved. But when you hoard and stick 
the roll of bills in a coffee pot or 
under a mattress, some plug-ugly 
comes along and burns your feet 
till you tell him to take it and wel- 
| come. 

“And what about the great ma- 
jority of banks that weathered the 
storm, met all comers and are doing 
| business as usual, carefully and con- 
servatively, but safely? What about 
the savings in those banks? They 
are a full 100 per cent today—and 


at 100 per cent anywhere. After all 
is said and done, a good, well man- 
aged bank is still the best place in 
all the world for money or savings. 
Right now in Ohio the banks pay 


their depositors net 
their savings. We can’t think, just 
now, of many other investments 
that are a tenth as safe as a savings

| ig actually worth more today than 
most stocks.”

cational work of ‘the Tubercu- 
osis Association. He pointed out 
the statement of Mrs. Francis 
H. Mead, third vice-president of 
the California Tuberculosis 
Association. “ 

“Prevention is one of the big 
guns in the fight against 
Tuberculosis,’ Mrs. Mead said. 
‘And coupled with this is the 
building of a defense so the 
disease can be stopped in _ its 
early stages. 

“This phase can 
into three measures: prevent- 
ive, curative and _ educational. 
Sanatoria and hospitals for the 
treatment of the disease are the 
most important curative meth-, 
ods. 

“The preventive measures are 
dispensaries where it may be 
detected in its early stages, 
tuberculosis nurses for the in- 
struction and care of patients 
in their homes, and preventoria 
and open air schools for under- 
par children who are likely to 
develop the disease. 

“Every individual in the 
‘cOmmunity should be taught 
the educational measures prov- 
en to be great aid in preventing 
tuberculosis. They are as  fol- 
lows: The need of an annual 
physical examination, plenty of 
fresh air, the value of good 
food and the proper care of the

motion and consumer advertising 
plan this season and to conserve 
sufficient funds to make possible a 
more complete campaign beginning 
early next Fall.” 

The consumer and trade adver- 
tising is being created and placed 
by Lord & Thomas, international 
advertising agency, under the di- 
rection of the officers and advertis- 
ing committee of the United Prune 
Growers of Californ:a. Members of 
the advertising committee are: Jas. 
Mills, Jr., of Hamilton City, chair- 
man; H. C. Dunlap of Yountville; 
Nick Nelson of Los Gatos, E. H. 
Sharpe of Hollister, and W. H. Cal- 
houn of Healdsburg. 


worked out by the committee and 
the agency and calling for a total 
expenditure of $147,832, has been 
approved by the Boarca of Directors 
cf the United, checked with repre- 
sentatives of the participating pack- 
ers in an advisory way and referred 
pack to the advertising committee, 
which is now putting the detailed 
plan into effect. All advertising ex- 
penses will be audited by a com- 
mittee consisting of Harry Mc- 
Clelland, Hugh S. Hersman, James 
Mills, Jr.. Harry Dunlap and C. D. 
Cavallaro. 

The United has retained the Cali- 
fornia Dried Fruit Research Insti- 
tute, of which L. B. Williams is the 
director, to assist with arrangements 
for the scientific research, develop- 
ment of new by-products and new 
uses for the promotion of helpful 
publicity, particularly in food pages 
of national magazines and other 
publications. 

One phase of the general plan is 
dealer service work designed to get 
California Prunes out on display in 
retailers’ windows and counters.

stores is being prepared and the 
United is placing in the fielq three 
dealer service men concentrating on 
three or four principal Eastern 
markets and acting as general sales 
promoters for the California Prunc 
Industry in the Fast.

The color ad- 
vertisements will be designed pr!- 
marily to builq up the appetite 
prestige of California Prunes and 
the black and white smaller adver- 
tisements will tell in a more o1t- 
spoken way the extraordinary 
health story of prunes.

Families of 
the great middle come class are 
the best prospects. Prunes are pur- 
chiseg chiefly by women. The con- 
sumpticn of prunes in rural districts 
is relatively high and must be 
maintained and increased. Con- 
sumption in cities is so low that 4 
major effort must be made toa in 
crease it. Prestige of prunes as & 
delicious health fruit-foog must be 
increased. Quick action is needed to 
reach the remaining half of the 
main consuming season. 

“The advertising ts being created 
and placeg with these facts in mind 
and is designed to tie-in with the 
three-year program of the United. 
This season’s campaign is one of 
minimum adequacy, leaving over @ 
reasonable sum to start a well 
roundeg campaign fur the 1933 crop 
early next Fall.”
